Steam disinfecting plants for use at certain ports on west coast of M rICO. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon Hugh S. Cumming, at San Francisco 
quarantine, reports, November 25, as follows: 

As « matter of interest in sanitation on this coast, 1 have the honor 
to inform you that the Pacific mail steamship Newport, which arrived 
at this port to-day, brought up for the Mexican Government steam 
disinfecting plants to be used at the ports of San Blas, Mazatlan, and 
Manzanillo. 

The plants, from the description, consisted of steam chambers about 
5 or 6 meters long, with boilers, ete., and came from Hamburg, 
Germany.

Inspection of Monclova and Reata, Mex., for yellow fever. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Hume, at Eagle Pass, reports, November 
27, as follows: 

I have the honor to state that on the morning of November 25 I 
visited Moneclova and Reata, Mexico, in company with Dr. L. Canta, 
Mexican Federal health officer, and General Manager Martin and 
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Superintendent Sheridan, of the Mexican International Railroad, 
Mr. Martin furnishing a special train for the purpose. 

I learned from private sources on November 24 that vellow fever 
existed at Monclova, and went at once and interviewed the officials of 
the Mexican International Railroad and Doctor Canta, with the result 
that Mr. Martin furnished a special train for the purpose of visiting 
Monclova and Reata and ascertaining the exact condition of affairs. 

Accordingly, we left C. P. Diaz on the morning of the 25th instant, 
arrived at Monclova at 11 a. m., held an interview with the presidente 
(mayor) of Monclova and the local physicians. We sates that the 
old town of Monclova was quarantined against the new town (railroad 
station, offices, etc.) on account of two cases of fever at the new town. 
The old town also had a case of yellow fever. 

Recommended that we go at once and visit the cases, which we did. 
Result, all*were pronounced cases yeliow fever; two cases in new town, 
one in old town. The case in old town, I learned by private sources, 
died yesterday morning. 

We also inspected the streets and five houses in old Monclova; 
found everything in strictly unsanitary condition, the town getting 
its water supply from the mountains by means of a large, dirty ditch 
which broke up into numerous smaller ditches, thus traversing the 
city. These ditches are not kept clean. Peons wash clothes, their 
persons, drink the water, and throw dejecta into the ditches. In other 
words, the ditches act the double rdle of a water supply and a sewer. 
The houses are old and uncleanly, and are breeding spots for any 
disease. 

In the new town conditions are considerably different, the water 
supply being piped. In both towns, the poorer classes keep their 
water supply in barrels, inside the houses, with no coverings of any 
kind. In my opinion the only thing that saved Monclova from a 
great epidemic is its altitude, it being at 1,970 feet, the nights being 
cold even in summer. 

As near as I could learn (I stayed in Monclova only two hours alto- 
gether), the infection was brought to Monclova from Monterey, two 
persons dying before the disease was discovered, though there was a 
question as to the cause of death in these first two cases. These deaths 
occurred November 8. On the 17th a messenger boy working for the 
Mexican International Railroad was taken sick. He died on the 19th 
with black vomit and all the symptoms of yellow fever. Two other 
deaths occurred about the same time—one between the old and new 
towns, the other in the old town. 

In all, there have been 6 certain cases, 1 suspicious case, and 4 deaths. 
On November 19 and 20 Monclova had one-fourth and one-half inch 
of ice. The last case developed on 20th instant, which is the suspi- 
cious case above referred to. All cases now have medical attention. 
I notified the president that he must raise the quarantine between the 
two towns; isolate, screen, and care for the sick; screen houses, and 
put patients under mosquito bars; also oil all water barrels and scrub 
same every time a new supply of water was put in them; this precau- 
tion being for its moral effect, as after Saat em examining all 
the houses visited and the water barrels I failed to find any trace of 
the stegomyia. I have just received a telegram from the governor of 
Coahuila thanking the Bureau for services rendered and stating that 
all recommendations would be carried out. Since the cold spell in

Monclova I believe all mosquitoes are dead, and do not expect to hear 
of any more cases there. 

We left Monclova at about 1.30 p. m. for Reata, which place was 
reached at 4 p.m. Reata is only a small place, the junction of the 
Monterey branch of the Mexican International Railroad with the main 
line. A detention camp is in operation there, where all persons com- 
ing from Monterey are held for a period of five days prior to their 
entering any other towns in Mexico. 

Reata has an altitude of 3,000 feet, and is situated near the moun- 
tains. It is a fine place for a detention camp, which is located 1 kilo- 
meter east of the station, but the conditions at the camp are not 
satisfactory. 

One case of yellow fever, moribund, was found in the camp. 

There is no possibility of spread of yellow fever at Reata. 

The climate is rather cool all of the time. There was i¢e on 18th, 
19th, and 20th instants.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Alexander reports, November 28, as 
follows: Week ended November 28, 1903—Mexican Central passengers 
inspected, 296; Mexican immigrants inspected, 83; disinfection of 
soiled linen imported for laundry, 514 pieces; fumigation of carload 
of fruit in boxes imported from Tampico. 


Measures against smallpox in northern Maine, Canadian border. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Hammond, at Van Buren, Me.. reports, 
December 3, through Surgeon Kalloch, the disinfection of 12 houses 
and quarantining of 20, and the presence of 65 cases of smallpox in 
the Madawaska region during the month of November.

Report from Ilongkong. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon McMullen reports, October 29, as follows: 

Week ended October 24, 1903: Eleven vessels, with 825 crew and 
613 passengers (137 cabin and 476 steerage), were inspected and granted 
bills of health. Five hundred and seventy-three crew and 2s2 steer- 
age passengers were bathed and their baggage disinfected—ssT pieces. 
One vessel was fumigated with sulphur to kill rats. No cases of plague 
were reported for the week, and the only communicable diseases reported 
were + cases of enteric fever, with no deaths. The total number of 
plague cases since January 1 is 1,416, and the last case was reported 
on the 17th instant. The percentage of infected rats examined recently 
shows an increase of about 6 percent. This is accounted for by the 
local authorities by the fact that practically all the rats recently exam-

ined were caught in the city by the regular force of rat catchers since 
the bonus for rats was discontinued some weeks ago. During the 
week there were 7 rejections among the Asiatic steerage passengers 
from all causes and 23 aliens were recommended for rejection for 
trachoma.

Chargé d’Affaires Sleeper reports, November 26, as follows: 

The total mortality in the district of Habana for the month of Sep- 
tember, 1903, has been 404, 59 less than the preceding month and 
orecisely the same number as in the corresponding period of 1902. 

he daily average mortality has been 13.46, giving an annual death 
rate of 18.72 per thousand of population and relatively the same as that 
of the month of September, 1902. 

Infant mortality and diseases of the respiratory system have been on 
the decrease, while deaths from general causes have slightly increased. 
There have been 675 births in Habana during the month, which after 
subtracting the number of deaths gives an increase of 269 to the pop- 
ulation of the city. 

No cases of smallpox or yellow fever have originated on the island 
during the month, although a case of the latter was imported from 
Mexico. Acase of varioloid arrived on board a steamer from Trujillo, 
Honduras, and is still under treatment. 

The general health of the island has been excellent, especially for 
September, the most likely month here for the propagation of epi- 
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demics. Camagey (Puerto Principe) was the healthiest town during 
the month with only 20 deaths, or at the rate of 9.48 per thousand of 
population, while Santiago de Cuba, which not long ago was the 
se 0 city in this hemisphere, comes second with 157 deaths, 
equivalent to 12.81 per thousand. As far as could he ascertained the 
total number of deaths on the island during the month amounted to 
1,641, or an annual death rate of 15.87 per thousand of population. 

The only unpleasant feature of the report is its recognition that 
scarlatina, which has existed in Habana since the beginning of the vear 
in a sporadic form, has acquired an epidemic character. In July there 
were 51 cases, in August 62, and in September 107, with 4, 5, and 6 
deaths, respectively. This disease up to recent years was almost 
unknown in Cuba and the department of sanitation is of the opinion 
that this epidemic has been imported from the United States. Since 
the publication of the report the epidemic has become greatly extended 
and has assumed alarming proportions, there being at one time in this 
city more than 620 cases under treatment. The epidemic has been 
confined almost entirely to children under 15 years of age, and the 
deaths very few (26 in October and 35 up to date in November). The 
department of sanitation has taken the most stringent measures to com- 
hat the epidemic. Most of the schools have been closed; municipal 
ordinances have been issued forbidding children ta congregate in the 
parks, theaters, and other public places; parents have been advised to 
keep their children as ack ut home as possible, and houses in which 
there were cases of scarlatina have been placed under quarantine and 
compelled to keep their doors and windows closed. The epidemic at 
the present moment seems to be on the decrease, although at this date 
there are still 566 cases under treatment. The rest of the island 
appears to be still free from scarlatina. 


Report Srom Matan 718— Sporadic diphthe ria. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Nunez reports, December 1, as follows: 

Week ended November 28, 1903. Four bills of health were issued 
to vessels leaving for ports in the United States, all in good sanitary 
condition. 

One case of diphtheria, with a fatal termination, was reported dur- 
ing the past week. The premises were subjected to the usual disinfec- 
tion immediately afterwards. It is to be noted, as will be seen by my 
previous reports, that sporadic cases of this disease often appear in 
different sections of this city without there being any possible com- 
munication between them, since they are strictly isolated in every 
instance. Their occurrence, in my opinion, is due to the fact that 
among certain classes of people live stock of fowls is generally kept 
in their yards during the whole year. In these animals the Klebs- 
Loéffler bacillus is known to thrive, thus furnishing the agent for the 
contagium. The attention of the local health authorities has been called 
to the subject, and it is probable that some measures will be taken in 
the near future to do away with this nuisance, the suppression of which 
will evidently tend to improve in every respect the sanitary condition 
- _— as has been accomplished in some other cities of this 
island.

Consul-General Mason reports, November 21, as follows: 
Plague. 


Egypt.—During the period from October 31 to November 6 there 
were registered in Alexandria 2 fresh cases of plague and 3 deaths. 
British India.—During the week ended October 24 there were reg- 
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istered in the Bombay Presidency 15,500 cases of plague (and 11,837 
deaths), of which 70 cases (69 deaths) occurred in the city of Bombay, 
14 cases (12 deaths) in the town and port of Karachi, 689 cases (607 
deaths) in Bhavnagar, and 45 cases (44 deaths) in Broach. 

Brazil.—In Rio de Janeiro during the three weeks from September 
28 to October 18 there were registered 32, 48, 44 new cases of plague, 
and 15, 16, 22 deaths therefrom. 

In Para in the first week of November there. were registered 2 cases 
of plague. 

Chile.—During the month of September there were registered in 
Iquique 12 fresh cases of plague and 7 deaths. 


Plague and cholera. 


British India.—In Calcutta during the period from the 20th of Sep- 
tember to the 10th of October there were registered 16 deaths from 
cholera and 50 deaths from plague. 

Turkey.—According to weekly bulletin No. 34, dated #th November, 
regarding cholera in “Syria, Palestine, and Mesopotamia, there have 
been registered 128 fresh cases of cholera and 158 deaths. This 
brings the total number of cases since the beginning of the epidemic 
up to 6,483 with 5,496 deaths, According to the latest reports the 
cases were distributed as follows: Anah, 51 fresh cases, 93 deaths; 
Aleppo, 16 cases, 15 deaths; Dolonki, 11 cases, 11 deaths; Aintab, 9 
cases, 4 deaths: Antioch, 7 cases, 7 deaths; Haiffa, 7 cases, 5 deaths; 
Biredjik. 4+ cases, 4 deaths; Urfa, 4 cases, 2 ‘~" iths; Damascus, 2 cases, 
2 deaths: and seven other districts, 17 cases, 15 deaths. 


Death rat of Berlin and other cities. 


The death rate of Berlin for the week ended November 7 was some- 
what higher than it has been since the middle of September, amount- 
ing, calculated on the year, to 14.9 per thousand of the inhabitants, 
and was thus also higher than the rate for the corresponding week of 
last year, in which it amounted to 13.9. Among the large cities of 
Germany almost two-thirds showed more favorable figures than Ber- 
lin, viz: Hamburg, Bremen, Brunswick, Leipsic, Dresden, Hanover, 
Frankfort on the Main, Charlottenburg (with 10.7), and Schéneberg 
(with the minimum rate of 9.7). The following cities had a higher 
rate of mortality than Berlin, namely: Munich, Nuremberg, Stutt- 
gart, Karlsruhe, Cologne, Breslau, as well as London, Paris, and 
Vienna. Since the last October week the increase in the number of 
deaths has been confined to children in the first year of life, a decrease 
being noted among the higher age classes. The infant death rate rose 
from 3.6 to 4.3 per vear and mille, this being about half the rate of 
Munich and Nuremberg. Acute diseases of the respiratory organs, 
as well as acute intestinal diseases, showed a considerable increase, 
the former causing 46, the latter 44, deaths. There were also regis- 
tered 76 deaths from phthisis pulmonalis, 34 deaths from cancer, 6 
deaths from diphtheria, +4 deaths from measles, 7 deaths from scarlet 
fever, 3 deaths from typhus. Influenza claimed 4 victims, and 
persons died by violence.

MAURITIUS. 
Report from Port Louis —Plague ana Surpre, 


Consul Campbell reports, October 14, as follows: 

Since my last communication upon the subject of the existence of 
bubonic plague and surra in Mauritius, | have now to report that after 
a few short months’ cessation (during the period that surra was raging 
here) the colony appeared to be free from plague, but within the past 
two months it has again broken out and is more violent in its destruec- 
tive progress and more rapid in its deadly influence among the human 
population than was surra among cattle, though this disease has within 
the past vear carried off more than half the beasts of burden of the 
colony. 

Since last August the mortality from plague and malaria has exceeded 
any previous death records of the colony. 

Hitherto, the spread of the plague has been generally attributed to 
the existence of the billions of rats that infest the island. These 
rodents are again found dying and dead in great numbers in every sec- 
tion of Port Louis, and in a somewhat lesser degree throughout the 
whole island, and what is still more surprising in the present epidemic 
is that the cats and dogs of the place are now attacked to an alarming 
extent with this frightful malady, and on account of their domestic 
habits give greater cause of alarm than all the rats on the island. 

The sanitary department, although very largely increased within the 
past few months and spending much money, seems to be totally unable 
to cope with the continuous spread and propagation of this frightful 
scourge. 

To make things worse, within the past ten days nearly 600 contract 
coolies arrived from India to work on the sugar plantations, bringing 
with them smallpox. It was known already that several cases of small- 
pox existed in the colony, but were confined to certain districts, so that 
these coolies, men and women, were immediately placed in quarantine. 
As to the army, there are at the present time nearly 5,000 soldiers in 
the colony. Half this number are British soldiers sent here from the 
Transvaal at the end of the war; the other half are, Asiatics. 

Should the plague or smallpox ever reach these camps it can hardly 
be imagined what direful consequences might be the result.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Hodgson reports, November 23, as fol- 
lows: Week ended November 21, 1903: 

From all causes there were recorded 38 deaths, quite an improve- 
ment upon the two weeks preceding, which were 49 and 47 atin, 
respectively. 

From yellow fever there were reported 7 cases and 3 deaths, all of 
which were contined to the soldiers of a nonimmune regiment, which 
was recently brought here from the interior. 

The shipping and harbor have been exceptionally free from any 
sickness during the past three weeks. 

A conflagration during the past week thoroughly fumigated and dis- 
infected about six blocks of the city, and a very cold and strong 
norther has perceptibly reduced the temperature and blown off many 
of the mosquitoes. 

During the week ended November 28 fifty-three deaths were reported 
from all causes. Eight cases and 6 deaths from yellow fever were 
reported. 


Sanitary measures. 


From a quarantine standpoint the port is in an excellent condition, 
as the fever is confined to the soldiers in their barracks and hospital. 
The sanitary measures under the direction of the Federal authorities 
are being pushed with the expectation of stamping out the fever dur- 
ing the winter. With the work of destruction of the stegomyia and 
their breeding places it is not likely that there will be another epi- 
demic here. A good and adequate water supply and a perfect sewerage 
system will soon be inaugurated, and the Sas connections be made 
before the next season.

The systematic vaccination of the crews of vessels that enter the 
ports of the islands under the jurisdiction of this Service was com- 
menced September 16, 1903. The work is progressing very favorably 
and meets with very little opposition. In order that the vaccination 
may be thorough, the system as used by some of the Canadian quaran- 
tine officers has been adopted. 

Upon the arrival of a vessel the crew is vaccinated, and each per- 
son so treated is given a red card upon which appears the name of the 
individual, the date, the name of the vessel, and the words ** first vac- 
cination.” At a subsequent time the vaccination is inspected, and if 
it has been successful the red card is taken up and a blue one is issued, 
which exempts the holder from further vaccination. If the vaccination 
was not successful, the individual is revaccinated and a white card is 
issued, upon which appear the words ** second vaccination.” Subse- 
quently the holder of the white card is inspected, and if he has been 
successfully vaccinated a blue card is issued. If unsuccessful he is 
again vaccinated, If this prove successful he is given the ordinary 
blue exrd: if unsuccessful, a blue card with the figure ‘°3” written 
upon it. When persons with the latter card are found at future 
inspections it will indicate to the inspector that the individual was 
vaccinated three times unsuccessfully and that further attempts would 
probably be useless. 

In addition to the crews, all steerage passengers from foreign ports 
are also vaccinated unless they present evidence of recent successful 
vaccination. 

The vessels arriving from Japan during the past few weeks have 
brought large numbers of Japanese steerage passengers destined for 
the Philippines. In addition to the regular quarantine inspection, they 
are also inspected in accordance with the medical provisions of the 
United States immigration laws. A number of cases of trachoma 
were detected.

[Translated in this Bureau from the Bulletin Quarantenaire, published at Alexandria, November 12, 
1903. ] 


OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 
Special regulations applicable to the pilgrimage from the Hedjaz of 1903-1904. 


Arr. 23. All vessels intended to carry pilgrims shall be measured 
each year. 

Art. 24. Vessels sailing under the Ottoman flag which leave Con- 
stantinople with pilgrims on board must produce a certificate of meas- 
urement from the sanitary administration of Constantinople. In 
exceptional cases they may, when the needs of their service require it, 
he measured in the five ports of Beirut, Tripoli in Africa, Djeddah, 
Hodeidah, and Bassorah. On arrival at Constantinople these vessels 
shall always be remeasured by the sanitary administration, and if it be 
shown that this measurement does not correspond exactly with the 
requirements of Article 19 the sanitary physician responsible shall ineur 
severe penalties. 

Art. 25. The service performed by the sanitary physician in the 
measurement of vessels, both Ottoman and foreign, shall be gratuitous. 

Art. 26. The captain, physician, and crew shall care for the pres- 
ervation of cleanliness on board. The physician shall see that the 
space between decks where the pilgrims are accommodated is well 
scrubbed each day with dry a mixed with disinfecting powder, 
while the passengers are on deck. 

Art. 27. Steamers only ere authorized to carry pilgrims on long 
voyages, 

Art. 28. Transshipment of pilgrims from one vessel to another is 
formally prohibited. 

Art. 29 Any pilgrim vessel not conforming to the requirements of 
these regulations shall be considered contumacious in sanitary matters 
and may be subjected to quarantine measures, 

Arr. 30, The sanitary authority at the port of arrival, whether 
Djeddah or Camaran, shall report when crowding or bad hygienic con- 
ditions occur on the vessel. A copy of this report shall be forwarded 
to the sanitary administration, and a copy to the consular authority, if 
the vessel be foreign, or tothe local authority if the vessel be Ottoman.

Consul Ellsworth reports October 31, 1903, to the Department of 
State that smallpox is still prevalent (October 16) at Tocuyo, that yel- 
low fever is a permanent disease there, and that dysentery always 
occurs during the rainy and changing seasons.
